We learn, 
however, that a ball ground Is to be 
prepared in a short time. 
A gymnasium Is not a very costly 
affair. There is plenty of spare room 
in either of the buildings, and It coulil 
not be put to better use. A trapez or 
two, rings, clubs, gloves, foils, dumb- 
bells, bars, etc.. could be put in fora 
few hundred dollars, aud it should be 
done. 
It says very little for the energy of 
the boys that there are not half a doz- 
en boat clubs among them. The creek 
at Oakland is near enough, and a capi- 
tal course. There are already several 
good private clubs on its waters, and 
it, is surprising that this fact has not 
stirred the emulation of the Univer- 
sity boys. An hour or two at the oar 
once or twice in the week during the 
college course, would turn out a very 
different lot of men from thosu of this

VA IIRUTALjSCENE. 


A Vlilt to Uie Oakland Pound- 


Tike Doir Killing feature—A. Cane 
tor tlie Society of Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animal*. 
It is safe to Bay that not one in o 


thousand of our citizens knows what 
sort of au establishment is carried cm 
in the name of a Pound. The -word 
pound is very expressive in this con- 
nection, and worthy of ft column de- 
scription. 


PBBLIMINAEY. 


Some days ago, Poundmaster Bay- 


lor, who is disgusted with the job al- 
lotted to him, reqnented that a re- 
porter of the TRIBUNE should go out 
on some stated occasion, and take 
notes for publication; some day when 
it would be bad for dogs. So last 
Saturday afternoon, we accompanied 
him, to flie • scene of slaughter. We 
were 'quite prepared for most any- 
thing—had witnessed in oar time all 
sorts of cruelly to all sorts of ani- 
mals. The execution of men by mob 
and other law, prize-fighting, scalp- 
ing-scenes on the border, and all the 
rest of it—but we can't recall a more 
low-down case of brutality than that 
we shall partially describe. 


THE CATTLE POUND. 


The route to the various pounds 


—cattle, horses, goats and dogs—is 
by way of San Pablo avenue and 
Twenty-eighth street. This takeif us 
first to the cattle poumd, a doable 
corral with a bit of stable attached. 
It being the dull part of the season 
—the grass drying up, etc., this part 
of the institution was comparatively 
deserted; an old bossy occupying the 
premises alone. The goats are most- 
ly tied up, and there are few horses 
at large at best. The pound is a spe- 
cial blessing in that neighborhood, 
otherwise the goats would render it 
uninhabitable; they have destroyed 
most of the trees planted outside, and 
it has been almost impossible to start 
shade trees along the streets on ac- 
count of these animals. The city 
does not own but rents this corral— 
§23 per month. 


THE DOG \VAGOX. 


Standing by the stable was an old 


one-horse wagon, v*itk a coop on it 
not unlibo that used for carrying 
chickens; the cage being considerably 
stronger as to construction, however. 
Under the driver's seat, is a trap- 
door. This concern we were told is 
the juggernaut that rolls round town 
more or less every day, to the grent 
destruction of dogs. 
The animal 


sacrifices himself unconsciously^ but 
it is all the same. The dog, without 
a tag on, or whose owner can't show 
vouchers for 82 50 tax paid into the 
•city treasury in his behalf, had bet- 
ter neve;: been boru thaa to waylay 
or lie in wait for the wagon afore- 
said. But in the language of that 
great novelist, Tilton Eeecher, Esq., 
let us riot anticipate. 


LOCATION OP THE DDK POUND. 


From the cattle pound, the route 


leads jut to the marsh, to the very 
edge of the bay, where is located the 
object or subject of our story—the 
immortal dog-pound of tho more ini- 
inortal city of Oakland. 
At least, 


if one or both of these institu- 
tions be not handed down to the ex- 
treme end of time, there is a screw 
loose somewhere. The dog-pound 
must bu about one mile and a half in 
a straight line about northwest from 
the City Hall, r nd stands out as holi- 
tary ar.d alone -asaf on the edge of 
the jumping-off place. It is about 
half a mile or more- rlom any other 
.place, except a ho'g-ranch. This iso- 
lated situation is eminently proper, 
'as the howling of the dogs is at times 
.enough to disturb a whole town— 
woiild render the lodging-house of 
'Frisco 
uninhabitable 
otherwise. 


The artesian well made by the pro- 
jectors of a race-track some year*, ago, 
affords plenty of the best of water for 
hogt; and dogs. 


THE BUILDING. 


The building used to incarcerate 


vagrant dogs, is about 10x15, eight 
feet high and shed roof. It is con- 
structed of plank, and pretty well 
built, in view of the fact that parties 
have only lately tried to liberate their 
dogs by assault. For awhile a man 
staid there all night in the capacity of 
sentry. The structure contains four 
cells or apartments—three more es- 
pecially devoted to dogs. One cell 
for each day of grace. For instance, 
a dog has three days to live at the 
pound, and thus every day there is a 
cell cleaned out and ready for new 
comers, 


The exits and entrances to this 


prison are worthy of note. In the 
wall opposite each cell, there is a 
hole 
cut 
out 
about 
two 
feet 


square, which is closed by a sliding 
door. The dogs are pitched through 
these apertures. The keeper of the 
menagerie has access through a reg- 
ular door in the extra cell, and thence 
climbs over the respective partitions 
of the three particular apartments. 


He is thus protected from the teeth 


of the more belligerent animals in 
the cage, for some times it is danger- 
ous to go down among them. Some 
ordinarily peaceable dogs become 
wild—refuse to eat or drink, and go 
half crazy over the situation. 
From 


this perch he can drop a noose over 
the ill-fated canine, and hand it out 
through the hole in the wall--and 
thereby hangs a tule. 


MASHING THE BBAIKS OCT. 


There were twelve or fifteen dogs 


in the pound Saturday, ten of which 
were doomed to die on that occasion. 
One of the men in charge of the pro- 
gramme, proceeded to hand out the 
unfortunates according to the ropes 
and rules provided. The executioner 
stood outside in waiting with a great 
club—a piece of scantling three 
inches square and four feet long, 
.with a handle shaved at one end. As 
soon as the poor dog got sufficiently 
steadied to assure a good aim, the 
bludgeon came down upon his head 
with tho most stuuning efi'ect. The 
first five victims were little fellows of 
the black and tan order; the sixth, 
also, a small terrier, and the first 
blow generally had a deadly effect, 
but all writhed and groaned more or 
less, ami ous or, t w i'e<j, 


hard blows to make them, bite the 
dust. Usually, the first blow was 
followed by a gush of blood from the 
ears or nose. 


THE LARGER 
VICTIMS. 


These little fellows disposed of, the 


more bloody and brutal scene en- 
sued. First came a goodly sized half- 
bull slut, of a very motherly cast of 
countenance and corresponding de- 
velopment otherwise. If Sir Edwin 
Landseer had been there to see and 
paint the dying look of that poor old 
brute, the picture would be auple 
testimony in favor of un improved 
style of dog pound in this godly burg. 
She seemed to suspect the fate as 
soon as she lauded out in view of the 
executioner, and she did look up so 
pitifully. She died very hard indeed. 
Following her, was a half bull male 
of.a rather ferocious nature; he was 
determined to fight it out OB, that 
line, but as the line tightened, he had 
to stop to take breath, and so had to 
take the full measure of Oakland jus- 
tice in such cases made and provided. 
Last but not least,was a fine pointer; 
a peaceable fellow, that didn't real- 
ize what was up till too late to pro- 
test, yet he died hard. It took seve- 
ral'hard blows for a strong man, to 
stretch out these larger animals, and 
a good deal of crying out was in- 
dulged by the victims. 


A BETTKR DEATH THXIB UUYt. 


Mr. Taylor informs us that he has 


repeatedly requested the Mayor (who 
is also President of the Society to 
Prevent Cruelty) and others of the 
city government, to provide some 
more humane way of disposing of 
these surplus dogs, but thus far his 
wishes have passed unheeded. Pre- 
vious to this war-club treatment, he 
used an axe, but some burglar in 
quest of his lost dog, took this wea- 
pon away; hence the club, which the 
Poundmaster says is an improvement 
on the axe. The axe had too narrow a 
surface; a club breaks and stuns the 
brain more effectually. 


Ho suggests drowning, after the 


manner of the pound in San Fran- 
cisco, and says that a well suitable 
for the purpose could be provided on 
the ground for §100 more or less. 
Drowning is said to be the easiest of 
all deaths, and so cheap a contri- 
vance as proposed ought to be had at 
once. Besides, the pound depart- 
ment is about the only one that is 
really self-sustaining in the munici- 
pality. Just now there are only two 
men connected with it—Mr. Taylcr, 
who is a policeman as well, and an- 
other man. 
The Poundmaster ge ts 


S75 per month—his assistant, $50. 
The city is out S150 pel month, and 
the income from redeemed animnls 
amounts to as much on the average. 


THE DEAD BODIES. 


But we have not done with the 


slaughter-house feature yet. The 
dead bodies of Saturday's 
affairs 


were buried in the sand of the beach 
alongside, where hundreds of others 
had gone before. Here is the grave- 
yard of the city. And that reminds 
us that the Pouudmaster's duty ex- 
tends to the picking ivp and carting 
out of all dead cats, chickens, etc., 
making his department a most impor- 
tant one. 


There was a nicely fitted up grave 


for some favorite dog that fell into 
the hands of the executioner, which 
lent a slightly human air to tbe sur- 
roundings. 


THE 
BEMATNIXCr VICTIMS. 


There were three interesting cases 


on hand yet. The old Newfound- 
land, willo'd by Pioche to J. B. Pel- 
ton. Our ex-ilayor ought to redeem 
that historic old animal; he is fat— 
must weigh nt least one hundred and 
fifty pounds. Mr. Taylor had kept 
him over time already; also a fine 
greyhound that has been noted about 
the" Grand Central hotel. This last 
would be dirt cheap at three dollars, 
to any person in want of such a dog. 
There was a nice little black and tan 
remaining, and he seemed so affec- 
tionate and out of place in that lone- 
ly cooped-np concern. 


GREAT WASTE OF HAW MATERIAL. 
Whether there is ac.y body-snatch- 


ing going on on the part of the city 
sausage-makers, we don't know, but 
if what Mr. Taylor says is true, there 
is a great waste of dog sure. He says 
San Francisco dead dogs are all 
worked up in an institution on the 
Potrero. The skins are converted 
into gloves; their meat is fed to the 
hogs (vide sau&age); their tallow is 
converted into cod-liver oil (ugh!), 
and their bones are made use of in 
the sugar refinery (yow-yow!) 


RECAPITULATION. 


We have much more of interest in 


connection with the Oakland pound, 
but want of space precludes but little 
else to-day. 


The life of a pouudmaster is not 


without its little 
ups-aud-do\vns. 


There are trials in the life of a 
poundnmster that do not appear on 
the surface. For instance, people 
will redeem their horses and cattle 
without a word as it were, but when 
it gets down to a goat, worth about a 
dollar at best, the owner's Irish is 
above par in a minute; and the rule 
that applies to dog-fights (a whole 
town fighting at once over a couple 
of curs) applies with equal force to 
the stray 'dog. A leading merchant 
tried to play Taylor out of three 
taxes, by means of one tag; he got 
two dogs through 011 the ta.g of the 
first, when Taylor discovered the lit- 
tle game. 


We hope the City Council will 


comply with the request of the 
Poundmaster regarding a drowning 
apparatus, and at once. The present 
affair is brutal beyond description.
